Trees may be planted through the entire year, 
but should be planted during the fall and winter 
months, November through March. 


It is important to plant some of these trees each 
year, since it takes from ten to twenty-five years 
to produce a good-sized specimen. Plant medium- 
sized trees and they will grow rapidly into lofty 
specimens.
